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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE 


WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 
Lest We Forget—It Can Happen Here 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes 
are more prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons and 
strong dry hot winds, but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of 
a disaster that devastated large areas of northern New England 
leaving villages in ashes with rows of cellarholes and chimneys in 
a number of summer vacation home locations. Many lives were lost 
on that destructive day of October 23, 1947. Nothing could stop the 
wind-driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampsnire 
but they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is 
all around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit 
of carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of 
protection when dry conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be 
your guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a fire- 
brand—a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. ; 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning 
of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rub- 
bish collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be 
dangerous. See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put them dead out when leaving. 


4. Most Important—Instruct your children in the danger of the 
lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest litter 
is a dangerous combination which leads to destructive loss 
and can lead to tragedy. 


The past year—1971—was a favorable year for the control of 
fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those 
who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.

All vision and hearing tests were completed and re- 
ferrals made when necessary. 


On October 18, 1971 Speech Therapists from the 
Portsmouth Rehabilitation Center were at school to 
screen pupils with possible speech and hearing de- 
fects. A total of twenty pupils were tested. After eval- 
uation of these test results, pupils needing speech 
therapy were transported to the Woodsville Elemen- 
tary School every other week for the rest of the school 
year. 


On May 12, 1971 three pupils were taken to Littleton 
for complete hearing tests by the audiologist from the 
Portsmouth Rehabilitation Center. After these tests, 
the children were referred to their family physicians 
for follow-up treatment if it was needed. 


Dr. Eastman took time from his busy schedule to do 
our annual school physicals. 
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On February 24, 1971 the Dental Hygienist was at 

school to present a special Dental Health Program in 

grades K-6. This program is sponsored by the N.H. 
Division of Dental Public Health Services. 


On September 28, 1970 I was happy to attend a 
P.T.O. Meeting and discuss the School Health Pro- 
gram. I enjoyed the opportunity to bridge the com- 
munication gap and explain what we are trying to do 
through the School Health Services. 


During the year I tried to attend as many meetings 
with the School Nurses and other Health Agencies as 
possible. It is always helpful to discuss common pro- 
blems with fellow workers. 


Again I want to express my sincere thanks to Mr. 
Mullen, Mr. Fagnant, the Teachers, Parents and Pu- 
pils for their continued interest and cooperation in 
the School Health Program.

I herewith submit my seventh annual school report 
to the Monroe School District. 


This fall, Supervisory Union #23 received an E.E.A. 
grant for the school districts of Bath, Monroe, Pier- 
mont, Warren and Haverhill. It was decided to use this 
money to employ four itinerant teachers to work one 
day each week in each district. The fields to be covered 
by these teachers were Art, Guidance, Library Sciences 
and Physica! Education. Our reasoning for employing 
these people in these particular fields was to bring all 
elementary schools in the union in line with the Mini- 
mum Standards as recommended by the N.H. State 
Board of Education. 


Your supervisory union central office has recently 
completed an enrollment survey of all schools in the 
union from 1966 to 1977. This study is by no means a 
definite and accurate projection but it does give us 
criteria to go by with the information available at this 
time. The following represents the totals for the entire 
school: 
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(K-6) (7-8) Total

Obviously, in the coming years some other alterna- 
tives must be explored relative to the curriculum and 
staffing at the Monroe Consolidated Elementary School. 
Any study for the future must encompass lay people 
from the community for it is they who pay the bills 
and whose children gain or lose during the course of 
their elementary education.

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REPORT OF ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


It is with great pleasure that I submit my second annual report. 


Once again we began our school year with a two day workshop 
attended by the entire staff of Supervisory Union 23. The workshop 
was held at the Lin-Wood High School and-featured Dr. John Petroski 
from the Department of Education, University of New Hampshire, 
who spoke on the subject: ‘Building a Relevant Identification of 
Children with Behavioral Problems, the Computer in Education, 
Sensitivity Training, Early Childhood Education, Environment and 
Ecology, and the Education of Children with Learning Disabilities. 
The reaction to the workshop on the part of teachers and consultants 
was very favorable. 


I am happy to report that the Monroe Consolidated School will 
easily comply with the State’s minimum standards for elementary 
schools. These standards go into effect in September, 1972. 


A program of speech therapy under the sponsorship of the North 
Country Education Services is available. Once a week Miss Jeanne 
Yeaney, Speech Therapist, works with children who are experiencing 
difficulty in the areas of speech and hearing. 


This year due to a federal grant, we were able to hire four special 
teachers who work on an itinerant basis in the Supervisory Union. 
They are active in the areas of Physical Education, Guidance, Li- 
brary Services and Art. We are hopeful that we can continue these 
services but at the present time we are not sure that funds will 
be forthcoming. 


Earlier in the year the staff was involved in a number of work- 
shops with Mr. Ed Simmonds. Mr. Simmonds is the coordinator of the 
North Country Education Services Multi-Media Center. This Center 
loans out a wide variety of audiovisual materials to schools through- 
out the North Country. The workshops dealt mainly with media pro- 
duction and the proper use of audiovisual materials and equipment. 


Mr. Fagnant and his staff are to be commended for their fine 
work especially in the area of curriculum development and staff or- 
ganization. At the present time the Monroe Consolidated School 
provides some excellent examples of team teaching and individual- 
ized instruction. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the staff, School Board and 
everyone connected with the Monroe School District for their fine 
cooperation.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT'S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New 
Hampshire requires that school district annual reports show 
the total amount paid to the superintendent. 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated 
among the several school districts of the union on the basis 
of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of 
average daily membership in the schools for the previous 
school year ending June 30. The Superintendent of Super- 
visory Union #23, during 1971-72, will receive a salary of 
$18,000.00, which is made up as follows: $2,500.00 to be 
paid by the State Department of Education and $15,500.00 
prorated among the several school districts. Allowance of 
$1,500.00 for travel within the Union is also prorated as 
stated above.
